Charleston, S. C., July 14.—(Special.)— 
The mailed hand of Governor Tillman made 
n move today against the blind tigers m 
Charleston. They have been running now 
just two weeks since the dispensary law 
weut into effect, and while it is true that 
every house i Charleston. has a supply 
of stimulants stored away, enough to last 
six months, the blind tigers, which sprang 
into existence on July 1st, have. been do- 
ing a thriving business. 

. For about ten days the city has been 
thronged with the governor’s. spies. ‘wo 
days ago the assistant attorney general 
of the state arrived here and for two days 
has been in consultation With -the spies 
and the prosecuting officer of the county. 

Today the attorney general applied to 
a magistrate for several warrants, but that 
official refused to issue them, owing to a 
lack of some legal technicality. The course 
of the proceedings, if taken as now sketch- 
ed out, will, it may be safely stated, pre- 
cipitate a storm and outcry far surpassing 
any which has yet attended the inaugura- 
_tion of the law. ° 

The plan is said to be that simultaneous 
with the arrest of the accused on charges 
of violation of the dispensary law, and be- 
fore trial and conviction, his place of busi- 
ness is to be condemned and abaied as 
a nuisance, the premises searched and the 
goodg and chattels confiscated to the state 
and earried away. 

This is the programme mapped out by the 
dispensary law and this is the programme 
that Governor Tillman proposes to en- 
force in the metropolis of the state.

SLAYING THE SIAMESE 


Several French Gunboats Steam Up 
Siamese Waters, 


AND THE FRENCH CAME OUT ON TOP 


‘The Affair Brought Up in the House 
of Commons. 


‘AMERICAN MISSIONARIES IN DANGER. 


The United States Vessels All Too Large 
to Go to the Scene of the Conflict. 
iForeign News Generally. 


London, July 14.—A dispatch from Bang- 
kok, the capital of Siam, states that 
twenty Siamese were killed and fourteen 
wounded yesterday during an exchange of 
shots between the forts at the mouth of 
Meinam river, and the French gunboats 
Comete and Inconstante, which forced the 
passuge of the bar in the face of orders 
from the Siamese government prohibiting 
their entry into the river. 

froetection for americans. 

Washington, July 14.—There are about 
twenty American missionaries in Siam, 
mostly Presbyterians, and their friends in 
this country have become concerned about 
their welfare, now that actual hostilities 
have broken out between the I*rench and 
Siam, 7 

Rev. Dr. Gillespie, of New York, repre- 
senting the Presbyterian missionary board, 
today telegraphed Secretary Gresham to 
inquire what provisions would be made for 
the safety of these missionaries and the 
numerous children in their charge, in view 
of the present war outlook. Secretary 
Gresham replied as follows: 

“I am informed by the secretary of the 
navy that there is not at present on the 
Asiatic station any vesse] capable of enter- 
ing Siamese waters. Missionaries should 
communicate with the legation at Baugkok 
for usual diplomatic protection.”

The only official news of the trouble be- 
tween the French aad the Siamese re- 
ceived at the stat& department was con- 
tained in a brief cablegram from Acting 
Consul General Boyd, at Bangkok, stating 
that, after an hour’s engagement, the 
French vessels had passed the forts below 
Bangkok.

If 
such a state of affairs obtains, however, 
the United States will not be without a 
vessel in Siamese waters, as the United 
States st¢éamship Concord, now on her way 
to China, will be in that neighborhood in 
the course of two months. 
What Woll England Do? 

London, July 14.—In the house of commons 
today Mr. Gladstone stated in response to a 
question that the foreign office had received 
news of the ascent of the Melnam river by 
the French fleet, but it had not heard of ac- 
tive hostilities between the French and 
Siamese. The prime minister added that he 
relied on the assurance given to Kugland by 
the French government being kept. 

Mr. Gladstone's statement was greeted with 
cries of ‘‘Hear! Hear!”

A Dull Celebration of the Anniversary of 
the Event.

The an- 
niversary of this event is usually celebrated 
with much rejo ‘cing, but today the fetes 
in Paris are marked with tameness and the 
naval celebration is conspicuous through 
its absence. This js due entirely to the 
feeling engendered by recent riots. The

CYCLONE IN MINNESOTA, 


Two Men Killed and Seven Injured—Damage 
to Property. 


Stillwater, M:nn., July 14.—Shortly after 
8 o’clock this afternoon a cyclone struck 
this city and as a result two men now lie 
dead and seven others are injured. The 
dead are Win Anez and Sim Limonson. 
The injured are August Nelson, face 
bruised and back ‘tujured; Frank Erickson, 
right leg bruised; Ole Westing, slightly 
bruised, and several others more or less 
hurt. The jnjured will recover in a few 
days. 

The weather was very sultry today and 
about 38 o'clock the storm clouds were seen 
approaching from the west and south re- 
spectively. They soon un.ted and a vivid 
flood of lightning occurred, followed by 
heavy thunder claps. Immediately a fun- 
nel-shaped cloud appeared and swept down 


wide. 

The Stillwater brick yard was first struck, 
the building “demol'shed and Louis.

WILL CLOSE ON SUNDAYS. 


The World’s Fair Directory Decide on This 
Course. 

World's Fair, Chicago, July 14.—The 
wild electric storm which swept over the 
White City last night failed to 
produce any cooling effect this 
morning. There was not a-rush of 
Visitors during the early part of the day. 
The visitors did not linger on the streets 
and winding ways of the fair grounds, but 
sought shelter in the great buildings, where 
it was passably cool. 

Additional forces of men were put to 
work clearing away the rubbish and ruins 
of the fated cold-storage warehouse this 
morning. ‘There were nearly nine thousand 
men at work, but, 80 great and difficult 
is the task, that, even with so great a 
force, it will probably be a fortnight before 
they will have it cleared away. No more 
bodies. have been found, though Dr. 
Robinson, of the ambulance corps, and the 
chief of the sanitary department, are of 
the belief that more will be recovered. 
They base their opinions on the odors that 
rise from around the smokestack. In this 
quarter of ‘the building no meats werg 
Stored, and the ofticials believe that the 
odors arising are from decayed human 
bodies. But above this point of the ruins 
is piled a mountain of mangled steam pipes 
and heavy machinery piled around the 
burned timers. In order to lessen the 
stench arising from the rotting vegetables, 
decayed meats and butter, the sanitary 
officers have had the ruins thoroughly 
saturated with disinfectants.

Showing How Business Was the Past 
Week and the Outlook. 


ALL THE REPORTS ARE ENCOURAGING. 


Those from the South Especially Good. 
Usual Summer Dulliness in Some 
Lines, but an Average Business. 


New, York, July 14.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly rev.ew of trade will tomorrow 
say: There is a somewhat better tune in 
business because the money markets are a 
little Jess sgringent. But it cannot be 
said as yet that there is any distinct im- 
provement. In every direction usual cun- 
servatism prevails, orders are small, the 
volume of business is restricted and a wait- 
ing policy rules. Improvement at Boston 
is slow, owing to extreme sales for money. 
At Pittsburg no drop ‘s seen in iron, though 
trade is very dull. The glass trade is in 
fair condition and the coal business dull.

THE HEARING STILL GOING ON,‘ 


The Facts About the Much Talked of 
Skeleton ‘T'racks~ Testimony of 
Some of the Offic als. 


Americus, Ga., July 14. —(Special.)}—The 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
continues to excite unabated interest. 

When the hearing was resumed before the 

court, Mr. Fanning, a civil engineer of the 

Savaynah, Americus and Montgomery, was 

first put on the stand. He testified as to 

the extra tracking on the A., 

I’. and N. road, known as the sedalton 

track. He said be bad never seen the 

track in question, and when called on by 
the general manager, Mr. W. KE. Hawkins, 
to sigQ a certilicute as to the completion 
of such line, in last November, did so upon 
the evidence of certain data in the olice 
of the company at Americus, and upon 
the statement of Mr. tiawkins that the 
track in question Would be completed that 
day; that, upon hesitating to do se, he 

Was reassured by Mr. diawkius, and sign- 

ed the certificate. When he sighed, the 

piace for the president's siguacure was 
blunk. No conversation Was had between 

President Hawkins and himself wai¢h in- 

duced him to sign, he Yelyiug upon oiticial 

reports in the engmeer'’s oince in Americus, 
and upon Generali Manager Hawkius’s as- 
surance that everything was all right. 

Mr. W. Moore, roadmaster of the 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery, wis 
the neXt wWithess, and testified at length 
concerning the building of that portion of 
the A., F. and WN. railroad~ called 
the skeleton track, an the  condi- 
tion of the same at the time the bonds 
Were issued thereon. Mr. Moore testitied 
that the read was laid in a very incom- 
plete manner. No grading had been done 
or stumps removed from the track. ‘The 
Moore said, were laid down 
four and tive feet apart, and this track 
Was not connected with the main line. 
Mr. Moore stated, further, that he re- 
ceived his instructions as to the laying of 
the track from W Matthews, then 
superintendent of the road, and that the 
order was given in the presence of W. E. 
Hawkins, then general manager When 
asked if he inquired of Mr. Matthews why 
the work was ordered done in the manner 
described, Mr. Moore replied that he did 
not, merely executing the orders of the 
superior officer, Mr. Matthews. Of this 
skeleton track there were three parallel 
lines at Albany, none of which -are con- 
nected with the main line of the 

F. and WN. road. The  ecom- 
bined length of these tracks was one mile, 

4,606 feet, which, added to the length of 

two tracks at Cordele, built in the same 

manner, made a total length of about two 
miles, 35,700 feet. Thirty-pound rails were 
used on a considerable portion of this 
track, and these were brought from 

Omaha, where they had formerly been used 

in a gravel pit at the latter place. Mr. 

Moore also gave an approximate figure as 

to the cost of construction of the skeleton 

tracks outside of the cost of the rails. 

At the conclusion of the examination of 
Roadmaster Moore, General Manager Gab- 
bett took the stard, and testified at con- 
siderable length upon questions bearing 
upon the keeping of accounts by railway 
companies with which he had been con- 
nected, and, also, what. in his opinion, 
could be properly charged to each.

PARTING SCENES, FAREWELL SPEECHES,

the Day at Camp Northen. 


Griffin, Ga., July 14.—(Special.)—The 
next to the last day in Camp Northen finds 
no lagging in camp duties. Although the 
time for departure is near at hand, yet the 
boys seem to forget the fact, inasmuch as 
no negligepce is manifested in camp rou- 
tine, However, the regular work has been 
nearly completed; the practice on the rifle 
range has been fiuished, all the volunteer 
troops in their turn having had a‘chance 
to shoot at the black targets. Great im- 
provement has been accomplished in this 
department, as gome knew scarcely any- 
thing about the correct use of the sights 
at different distances.

-Now 
feeling in good trim, they arranged them- 
selves in as graceful and comfortable posi- 
tions as the milk would allow, and the 
amateur photographer got in his work, and 
the whole thing was shot. Having seen 
the greatest farm in the state—a farm 
that every true Georgian should feel proud 
of—the boys marched back to camp to 
resume the routine duties of the camp, 
feeling fuller and wiser for their trip. 
They were wonderfully pleased with every- 
thing they saw.

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An Atlanta Boy Kills Himself with a 
Gun in Milledgeville. 


THE KILLING ACCIDENTAL, IT IS SAID. 


The Remains of Charley Eiseman Will 
Reach Atlanta Today— W hile Climb- 
ing a Fence He Shot Himself. 


Charley Eiseman, one of the most pop- 
ular young men about the city, killed 
himself yesterday afternoon near Milledge- 


ville. 

The killing was accidental, but it is 
none the less to be regretted by the many 
friends the young man had throughout the 
city. 

The details of the killing are well told 
in a special to The Constitution ffom 
Milledgeville last night. But before the 
special came in private telegrams came to 
the friends of the young man at his home 
on Hayden street, where the remains will 
be taken when they reach the city today. 
The story from Milledgeville says: 

“Milledgeville, Ga., July 14.—(Special.) 
Probably the saddest fatality that has 
ever occurred in this section was the acci- 
dental self-shooting near this city this af- 
ternoon of young Charley FEiseman, the 
twenty-one-year-old son of Mr. Kiseman, 
of the contracting firm of Calver, Eiseman 
& Co., of Atlanta. 

“A short time since the contract for 
building a twelve-thousand-dollar addition 
to one of the convalescent buildings of the 
state lunatic asylum here was awarded to 
the above named firm. The gentlemen com- 
prising the firm, together with their work- 
men, found it much cheaper to construct 
a plain wooden building near the place of 
their Work and live in regular camp fash- 
ion than it would be to pay board, conse- 
quently this was done and the ‘Culver 
camp’ became a very interesting place. 

“Several days ago young Kiseman came 
down from Atlanta on a visit to his father, 
and while here spent a good deal of his 
time fishing and hunting. This afternoon 
about 5 o'clock he signified his intention of 
going out a short distance from the camp 
to shoot some birds. He started ont and 
about a minute after leaving the camp, 
Morrice, the only person beside himself 
about the camp at the time, heard the re 
port of his gun, immediately succeeded by 
a loud groan. Rushing out of the house, he 
was horrified to find young Kiseman lying 
dead by a fence about forty yards from 
the camp and the gun lying across his body. 
Culver, being a mere boy, was considera- 
bly frightened, screamed loudly for help 
and ran into the city crying and telling 
every one he would meet of the sad -ac- 
cident. 

“Coroner W. S. Scott went immediate 
ly to the scene, which is only about three- 
quarters of a mile out of town, and sum- 
moned a jury from among those who had 
been attracted thither. At the inquest an 
examination of the body and fence was 
made and the impression of the gun ham- 
mer on the fence proved con- 
clusively that EKiseman was in the aet 
of climbing it when the accident occurred. 
The load was from the right hand barrel 
of the gun and entered the head of the 
young man just beind the right ear, tear- 
ing the head. up considerably and causing 
almost instant death. 

“The verdict of the coroner’s jury was 
to the effect that the death was caused 
from accidental self-shooting. The unfortu- 
nate young man intended to return to 
his home tonight and eaught a large string 
of fish from Black Lake this morning to 
earry to his mother. His body will he 
carried on the same train, however, ac- 
companied by his father aud Mr. Culver. 
The grief of Mr. Kiseman over the death 
of his son is very touching indeed, and the 
sympathies of all our people are being ex- 
tended him in this hour of his great atftic-

. A Sensational Affair That Has 
Stirred Up Sv¥vannah. 


Savannah, Ga., July 14.—(Special.)— 
is morning Mr. James Hunter, who had 
j heard some damaging reports that 
have been circulated during the last ten 
sor ‘two weeks concerning his daughter, 
ent to the Hotel DeSoto in company with 
his daughter, Miss Helen Hunter, and 
hia friend, Mr. John J. Sullivan. 

Mr. Hunter is a well-known broker and 
a resident of Savannah and has just re- 
turned to the city and started business here. 
He was informed of the nature of these 
reports by Mr. Sullivan, who is a friend to 
Mr. Hunter, and who concluded that in jus- 
tice to Mr. Hunter and his family these 
damaging reports should be set at rest. 

Mr. Sullivan broke the matter to Mr. 


Hunter as delicately as possible. Miss 
Ellen Hunter had been seen to enter the 
Hotel DeSoto and to repair to the room of 
a New York drummer named J. A. Smith 
on the second floor; that the proprietor or 
clerk had ordered the couple immediately 
¢o0 come down; that the man, who does 
not live in Savannah, was made to leave 
the house and that the lady left the hotel 
by the main entrance fronting on Bull 
street. This was the story as Mr. Suilivan 
had heard it and as he repeated it to the 
astounded and indignant father. 
Calling on the Proprictora. 

Mr. Hunter went up to his ‘hhome af- 
ter hearing the full nature of the rumors and 
summoned ifs «daughter. In company 
with Mr. Sullivan the two drove to the 
DeSoto and, entering one of the private 
parlors, summoned the proprietors of the 
hotel. Mr. Hunter, who was armed, made 
known the nature of his errand jn a calm 
and determined manner and did not hesi- 
tate to assure the getlemen that he was 
resolved to probe the affair to the bottom 
end to find out who was responsible for 
the damaging rumors. 

The result of the interview was satis- 
factory to Mr. Hunter. The following 
cards were written and signed by the pro- 
prietors and clerk and placed in possession 
of Mr. Hunter. They were obtained this 
morning from Mr. Hunter, who stated 
his determination to have the papers pub- 
lished artd to give the fullest and broad- 
est denial to the rumors which had been 
general in Savannah and which had 
reached hie own ears last of all. 

Mr. Hunter stated that his daughter, 
who had been charged with being in a 
compromising position at the DeSoto on 
the afternoon referred to was really at 
that time in company with friends and 
members of his own family and that he is 
determined, once for all, to silence this 
base slander. Appended are the letters:

The base cowardly liars 
who can traduce a woman and stab the name 
of an honorable family in the back are worse 
than assassins. If they will make such a 
cherge to my face I will kill them on sight.

One Negro Caught in Another’s Watermelon 
Patch Is Hacked with a Hatchet. 


He Is Righteously indignant About “a 
Story That Was Told, 


AND HE WRITES A STINGING CARD, 


In Which He Uses Some Decidediy Strong 
Langusge—This Is the Latest Sensa- 
tion for Athens. 


Athens, Ga., July 14.—(Special.)—The 
writing of cards for the ,ewspapers seems 
to be the order of the day at Athens, 
now. 

The last, from the pen of Hon. James 
M.-Smith, so well and favorably known, 
is one of the severest that has yet ap 
peared. 

’ 

The card was brought forth by rumors 
of a very sensational episode said to have 
happened on the convict farm of Georgia’s 
largest planter. ‘The repurt gave it out 
that a guard of convicts on Colonel Smith's 
farm, who had been employed for a num- 
ber of years, grew tired of his occupation 
and notified Colonel Smith of his intention 
to leave. The proposition was not enter- 
tained by Colonel Smith, and a sharp alter- 
cation ensued. The guard was summoned 
to a settlement in the big farmer's private 
office. After he was seated Colonel Smith 
turned the key in. the lock, and, taking 
down a good cowhide, commenced to ap- 
ply it, with the words, ‘This is the wuy 
4 settle with people who wish to run oif 
and leave me.”’ 

Lhe guard, however, had _ suspected 
danger, and, to the utter surprise of Col- 
one: Smith, drew a pistol aud ordered 
him to give up to him his whip. This Coi- 
onel Smith was compelled to do, aud the 
guard, with pistol im vne hand and whip 
in the other, administered to Colonel Suntu 
& severe castigution. 

Keplying to the slanderous report, Col- 
ohel Smith is out in a card, Im which he 
Says: 

as to the report alluded to, there is not one 
sciutilla of truth in it. it is nut only whoily 
untrue in all of its length, breadth, heighi, 
depth and circumference, but is absoiucely 
without foundation. Nothing whatever has 
occurred between me and any of my employes 
or. anybody else at any time whica could, in 
the remotest degree, give any sembiance of 
truth to such a report, or be in any manner 
tortured into anytuing similar to it. ‘Ine re- 
port, as ail sensible people will readily see, is 
very silly. 

The report was manufactured by some 
mean, low, vulgar, ignorant, worthless, lying 
cur, who is toialiy and wholly destitute of 
honor, principle and truth, or any other trait 
remotely akin to them. 1 bave no idea what 
the name of the person is who started this re- 
port. -I will witlingly give $1UU to any one 
who will furnish me with sufficient evidence 
to enable me to know who first told it. 

I can imagine what sort of a looking fellow 
he is. 1 will wager that he has what 1s 
called a “pig face;’’ thut he is narrow be- 
tween the eyes; that he is knock-kneed; his 
hair grows down over his forehead; his neck 
is long; his ears stand out from his head like 
a buck rabbit; his feet are turned out at right 
angles; he has two nostrils, but can only 
breathe out of one; his under jaw protrudes 
out beyond his upper jaw; his nose turns up 
very perceptibly; he has no hollow in his 
foot, yet he passes for a white man. No negro 
has ever been mean enough to descend to a 
level with such fellows. He has been to quite 
a number of places, but never stayed long at 
u time at any one place, except he got in jail 
for some of his crimes. His general appear- 
ance indicates that he is a cross between a 
suck-egg hound dog and an old pineywoods 
sow. his “‘pig face’’ indicates that he will 
steal. His being narrow between the eyes is 
a sure sign that he will not only steal, but 
will tell lies. Every time he steals he runs. 
He never did and never can look an honest 
man in the face. If a fly were to light on 
his nose it would partially cover both eyes. 
This, in addition to other characteristics, de- 
notes that he has no sense. ‘The protruding 
under jaw denotes’ self-conceit—stupidity . 
If he has a family he is a burden to them 
and a general nuisance to. the community in 
Which he lives. His instincts are all low and 
groveling. 

The highest evidence of the fact that he is 
the unmitigated scourdrel whom I am here 
describing is, he will not dare come up and 
acknowledge he knows his guilt and feels his 
meanness from the sole of his foot to the 
crown of his head. 

As he grows oider he grows meaner. He 
knows everything about everybody else’s busi- 
ness and uothing about his own. To thiuk 
of him and describe him fatigues the indigna- 
tion of a decent man. 

There is another class of peonle who are 
no better in any sense of the word than this 
fellow. They repeat such stories and give 
some sort of credence to them. They at heart 
hardly believe such gtories, but being pos- 
sessed of that most despicable trait of re- 
joicing in the misfortune of their fellow man, 
they hope all such reports are true. Their 
highest ambition is to bring other people 
down on a level with themselves. Any one 
who will repeat such a story about me or 
any other decent and respectable man, and 
give any sort of credence to it in any maz. 
ner whatever, is an ignoramus of the first 
water and too mean to be a forty-second 
cousin to a Comanche Indian. AlJl such peo- 
ple will steal the nickels off of a dead ne. 
gro’s eyes the first chance they get. 

I pity ‘the community where such slander. 
ous, weak, silly, unfounded lies ‘‘can develop 
into some degree of positiveness.”’ 

When such lies, affecting as they do my 
honor as a man, impugning my common sense 
end trampling under base and unvhallowed 
feet the qualities of head and heart which 
have been required to develop and build up 
and successfully operate multitudinous buasi- 
nesses like mine ‘‘can develop into some degree 
of positiveness,’’ I ask myself the question, 
am I living in a section of country inhabited 
by respectable people, or am I living in a 
section of country where vice and ignorance 
have full sway, where truth and honor live 
only in name, where character counts for 
naught and slander is a sweet morsel to 
be rolled under the torgue oo every one? 

In an humble way, I claim to have built up 
to some extent the community in which I[ 
live, to have furnished employment to the ig- 
norant and to the poor so that they could 
earn an honest living for themselves aid fam- 
ilies, and rear their children un in respect- 
ability and not in vice and ignorance. I claim, 
I hope without egotism. to have given addi- 
tional value, in the section where I live, to 
every acre of land, to every house erected 
thereon, to every tree, twig and 
bush that grows, to every spring 
that gushes from the earth. I 
claim to have aided in the building up and 
sustaining. throughout a large section of 
country, the schools and churches.

And the Canal Injunction Case Will Be 
Argued in Atlanta. 


A MATTER OF INTEREST TO AUGUSTANS 


Another Hearing for the Southwestern 
Granted by Justice Jackson—Harry 
Hill Said to Be in South Carolina. 


Augusta, Ga., July 14.—(Specia!.)— Work 
on the new canal which the city and coun- 
ty are going to build from Miller's mill 
through Beaver Dam ditch on down to the 
river as a protection to the city against 
highwater and to guard against freshets, 
which was commenced yesterday, was 
suddenly stopped today. The work will 
be delayed some time on account of liti- 
gation. 

Dr. T. B. Phinizy made application to 
Judge Roney for an injunction restraining 
Judge Eve from working the county gang, 
alleging that the judge has no authority 
to work the county force for the benefit of 


‘the city. Judge Eve in assisting the city, 


however, was only earrying out the re- 
commendation of the grand jury. Dr. 
Phinizy also asked for another injunction 
against the city, as he claims the canal will 
damage his plantation. 

Judge Roney did not grant the injunction 
but this morning issued an order requiring 
the city and Judge Eve to show cause on 
the Ist day of August why the injunction 
should not be granted. Judge Eve, not be- 
ing willing. to continue work until the 
matter could be settled in the courts, volun- 
tarily agreed to stop the work of the con- 
victs on the canal and gave orders to that 
effect which were promptly obeyed. ‘Lhe 
hearing was set to be heard in Atlanta for 
the reason that Judge Roney is going to 
Dalton tomorrow for the summer and that 
is the most convenient place for him to 
meet_the attorneys. Hamilton Phinizy rep- 
resents his father and Hon. John S. Da- 
vidson is the city attorney. The city will 
oppose the granting of the injunction.

The Georgia railroad bank will turn loose 
in Augusta tomorrow $115,000 for the pay- 
ment of dividends of the Georgia railroad. 

A New Hearing Granted. 

Mr. Frank H, Miller wires from ‘Wash-

hearing fer the Southwestern railroad, 
which by the justice’s recent decision was 
put on the same footing with the Central 
road in the order of sales. Mr. Miller 
has been to New York on business and 
stopped over in Washington on his return 
home to make this appeal to Justice Jack- 
son, and he succeeded. Mr. Miller is just 
the kind of an attorney never to let up on 
a case until it is finished and at the finish 
he is generally on top. He and Major Ka- 
con have represented the © Southwestern 
road most ably in the litigation of Jate 
and they have gtrong hopes and fine pros- 
pects of saving the road at last. 

An Important Case. 

An important case will be taken up in 
court tomorrow. It is the suit of S. EK. 
Guiffride vs. the Orient _Fire insurance 
Company for $9,300 on account of thre de- 
struction of property which was lost in the 
big fire on Monument square the 3lst of 
last August. Guiffride, who snueceeded 
Smythe in the crockery business had $1u,- 
OOO insurance in the Orient on stock. 

Goods to the value of $5,000 were saved 
out of the fire and the suit is for balance. 
The insurance company’s defense is that 
the amount claimed is too large and claims 
to be willing to pay what they believe ought 
to be the loss. 

It is learned that the company 
offered Gnuiffride $6,000 in set- 
tlement of the $9,300 claim, 
but the plaintiff declined to accept the 
offer, The insurance company is repre- 
senter by Mr. Alexander ©.

A “Sound Money” Advocate’s Opinion. 

The New York Bulletin and Journal 
of Commerce says that “the withdrawal 
of silver would amount to a contraction 
of the circulation unless the hiatus 
were filled with some other form of 
money.” 

Is this the language of a sound money 
advocate? Some other form of money! 
What other form of money is there be- 
sides gold and silver? Take away silver 
and the only form of money left is gold. 
To discard silver is to discard more than 
half of our money of final payment. To 
withdraw silver is to withdraw cash, and 
when The Journal of Commerce says 
that the hiatus is to be filled with “some 
wther form of money” it can only mean 
that for hard cash, discarded at the de- 
mand of the shylocks, we are to have 
some other form of debt. It can mean 
nothing else. 

We warn these _ so-called © “sound 
money” advocates that they are sowing 
the wind. 
Bland-Allison act was passed. When 
silver money is discarded and the pre- 
tended “sound money advocates” begin 
to substitute “some other form of 
money” in the shape of promissory 
notes the era of inflation will begin. 
Where will it end? 

The “sound money” advocates are the 
real greenbackers.: They are devoting 
all their energies to discarding and de- 
stroying more than half of our hard 
money. When they succeed the era of 
legal tender paper will be ushered in, 
and the “sound money” advocates will 
be utterly upequal to the task of con- 
trolling the whirlwind they have set in 
motion.

We need something of the kind every 
year, and the success of the first ses- 
sion of our chautauqua makes it plain 
that the enterprise in succeeding years 
will be the most popular attraction in 
north Georgia. 
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: The Safe Dapecte Habit. 

Why is money so scarce in certain sec- 
tions of the country? 

It is suggested that a great many peo: 
ple make use of the safe deposit vaults 
in the banks and keep their money there 
without letting it out at all. The St. 
Louis Republic says: 

At this time the safe deposit vaults of the 
great cities contain hundreds of millions in 
various forms of currency, the owners of 
whieh wish to keep it directly under their 
control. When times are worst for business 
they are best for the safe deposit companies, 
for it is then that people begin withdrawing 
their funds from circulation and locking them 


up. 

This fact is, of course, familiar enongh, 
but heretofore it has not been discussed as 
it should have been for fear of making a bad 
matter worse. This was a mistake. To 
reach a solution of such difficulties as this 
case presents there. must be a full discus- 
sion at a time when there is sufficf*ht inter- 
est in it to make an intelligent conclusion 
possible. 

It is certain that the banks must4€ake the 
safe deposit vaults into account. and must 
reckon on them in making calculations for 
the future. 

It is also certain that they will render im- 
possible the indefinite extension of the bank- 
ing system, which has been thought possible 
by many and which was recently advocated 
by Mr. Clarkson. The safe deposit habit is 
in all respects antagonistic to the banking 
habit, and it is evident that the safe deposit 
habit is taking a very strong hold on a 
great many people who have either large or 
small holdings of cash. 

But the safe deposit habit takes other 
shapes. Where one man puts his money 
into the safe deposit vault of a bank’ 
perhaps 1,000 men keep their funds 
locked up in a secure place at home. 
The panicky talk in the newspapers has 
frightened thousands of people, and in- 
stead of putting out their money or de- 
positing it in banks they are hoarding 
it in a private way. 

Here we have ‘one of the leading 
causes of hard times. With a revival of 
confidence this hoarded money will be 
turned loose and the financial situation 
will be relieved of its worst features. 

We believe that the outlook is growing 
brighter. There is no good reason why 
the people of this country should keep 
their money under lock and key, where 
it can do no good to its owners or any- 
body else. 


An Intercontinental Railway.

fNo Hard Times. 

The Springfield Republican has investl- 
gated the alleged depression in the east, 
and the business men and manufactur- 
ers who have been interviewed state 
that they are doing a better business 
this year than they did last year 

People are buying as much as usual 
and paying for what they get. If there 
is a pinch they have not felt it yet. The 
Republican goes on to say: 


The truth is that the “panic,” so far as 
one exists, is a financial and money affair 
exclusively. It touches wholesalers doing 
business mainly on credit, and manufactur- 
ers, who do not find ready money aceommo- 
dations, and are obliged often to throw over 
goods for cash at a sacrifice—whence come 
the ‘bargains’ that are stimulating retail 
trade. Labor hereabouts is well employed 
for the season. There are no notable shut- 
downs of mills that were not made as well 
a year ago. The principal woolen manufact- 
uring concern of the place is quite as busy as 
it ever has been, and work at the armory will 
soon be more active than in years. If there 
is any unusual idleness and depression, says 
ohe leading dry goods merchant, we do not 
know it or feel it in a reduction of business; 
but on the contrary the evidence all goes 
to show that the ‘purchasing Power and dis- 
position of the people of this vicinity remain 
unimpaired. As a matter of fact, savings 
banks are receiving more than the usual vol- 
ume of deposits, and if this does not show 
the stories about a prevailing distrust exist- 
ing outside of financial operations of a spec- 
ulative nature to be exaggerated, nothing can 
be said that will. 

It must be admitted that this is very 


generally true of the south. Our peo 
ple are eating as much, dressing as well 
and living as well as they did last year. 
They are talking about hard times, but 
they are living very comfortably, and 
there is no suffering reported anywhere. 

We are inclined to bélieve that the 
Springfield paper takes the correct view 
of the situation. It is only the big cap- 
italists and the speculators that feel the 
touch of hard times. The people are 
holding their own. 


The Washington Post has discovered that 
statesmen with huge incomes are opposed 
to an income tax. Well, politics is business. 
Don’t forget that. It is business, too, for 
the people to demand that the millionaires 
should pay taxes in proportion § to their 
property values.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


James MeMullen, who died recently in Bard- 
well, Ky., at the reported age of 116 years, 
was thought to be the oldest man in the 
United States. He was born in Virginia only 
about three months after the Declaration of 
Independence, and was’ twenty-three years 
old when Washington died. He said that he 
retgembered Washington well. He moved to 
rh, palo about the year 1800; while there he 
met Davy Crockett, and it was one of his 
proudest memories that he hunted with the 
great backwoodsinan five years.

Nurture Those We Now Have. 

19 Boulevard dis Stalien, Paris, France, 
June 3, 1893.—Editor Constitution: Amid 
the ficancial uncertainty of the day I am glad 
to see that Atlanta is as apirited as ever and 
is agitating the interest of manufactures. 

Having been for years identified with the 
manufacturing interests of Atlanta, I feel a 
special zeal in its success, as upon it depends 
largely the future hope and prosperity of the 
city. In all the discussions ou the subject I 
fail to see any mention made of what [ con- 
sider the main, vital object in view; that is, 
to ce geval those oe we now we: 
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atau <iaed are in operation. One has re- 
tired and eight failed. I venture the assertion 
that nine-tenths of those that failed suc- 
cumbed for the want of cash funds. Eight to 
20 per cent interest, loss of all discounts, 
which in many cases are from 1 to 2 per cent 
a month, will crush the life out of any enter- 
prise no matter how well managed. I know of 
a young man in Atlanta who has built up a 
splendid “«nannufacturing business, in spite of 
having to pay high rates of interest, even 
resorting at times to “‘kiting,’’ but the odds 
are 
tion of time when his Mmterest accounts will 
destroy a good business and score a “black 
eye’’ for Atlanta. Numberless instances could 
be given of enterprises which were managed 
by capable and honorable men that have 
simply been crushed by the want of funds at 
reasonable interest. Some may ask whv ihey 
started with limited capital. In reply would 
say that most enterprises require double the 
amount, which is usually estimated and as 
a rule all of our manufactures grow rapidly 
at first and soon their requirements exceed 
their capital. Our banks are not in the posi- 
tion to make long loans, and in fact can em- 
ploy their capital more profitably otherwise. 
Those factories which have succeeded have 
been managed mainly by men who were able 
to commaud sufficient capital at reasonable 
interest. 

Now, in view of the results of the past, I 
wouk? kindly suggest as the first and most 
important step to be taken by the association 
would be to ascertain the exact status of 
every enterprise in Fulton county. If any 


m\ are in need of help (and will submit to the 


terms of the association) have their books ex- 
amined by an expert, and if found to be in 
let the association take 
entire charge (if necessary replace the man- 
ager) of the business, pay off the debts and 
run the establishment on a cash basis. When 
it is deemed safe the concern can begin to 
refund the amounts advanced with 6 per cent 
interest. The idea in brief is rather a ‘‘volun- 
tary assignment,”’ not so much for the benefit 
of creditors, but for the permanent establish- 
ment of the enterprise and the material pros- 
perity and growth of the city. Evefy institu- 
tion that fails, no matter how small, is an 
injury to the city and there is no estimating 
the benefit gained by the success of the least. 

The enterprise displayed by Atlanta fm this 
time of financial depression must attract at- 
tention, and if our present institutions are 
successful, we need not fear but what others 
from a distance will seek us.

And Were Selling Only on Commission. 
Captain Wright Believes They Can- 
not Legally Do Business. 


A number of gentlemen connected’ with 
the management of the two turf exchanges 
in the city were arrested yesterday after- 
noon by Acting Chief of Police Wright, 
and Detectives Looney, Crim, Cason, Bed- 
ford and Walton, and bound over to an- 
swer to the charge of gaming in the city 
court. Each gave a bond of one thousand 
dollars, | 

The arrests came in the nature of a big 
surprise, but were brought about by a lit- 
tle plan Acting Chief Wright has been 
working for some time. He has for several 
weeks had such a raid in yiew, but only 
perfected his plans yesterday afternoon 
when the several arrests were made. 

When the case coms up a Dice little point 
of law which is involved will have to be 
settled, and it is whether agents of book- 
makers can do business in Georgia without 
violating the state law on the subject of 
gaming. The defense of the ten defendants 
in the cases will be that it is not a viola- 
tion of the statues to do business as the 
representative of a foreign bookmaker. 

The turf exchanges are familiar to most 
Atlautians. Many Atlantians with Geor- 
gia blood in their veins have risked their 
avllars on some favorite horse, wao was 
to run at Washington park, Monmouth park, 
Sheepshead bay, Latonia, or some vther 
racing place of national repute at these 
places. One of the exchanges has been 
conducted in. a room over the Big Bonanza 
suloon, and it has a special wire connection 
with the famous racing resorts. ‘The other 
exchange is located on Pryor ‘street under 
the Gate City bank building. It also has 
telegraphic communication with the racing 
parks and the result of the races is known 
here ulmost as soon as at the places where 
they are run. You could go in and put 
up on your favorite in any of the races 
and you would know as soon as the race 
Was run whether you won or not. 

The gentlemen who managed the two 
places stated that they were merely acting 
as the agents of bookmakers who were do- 
ing business at the race courses, and re- 
ceived a commission on their sales of pool 
tickets. They believed that this was 
no violation and conducted their business 
openly. 

Captain Wright has been watching the 
pool rooms for some time and has been ad- 
vising with his men as to the wisdom of 
pulling the proprietors. Yesterday he held 
a council of war and decided that the time 
had come. He divided his forces and sent 
three men to each place. The places were 
found in operation and the managers were 
very much surprised when the detectives 
made known their errand. 

The men arrested are: D. Debardelaben, 
Ik. A. Walker, I. Linnell, J. Walsh, H. E. 
Yaeger, Charles Raymond, E. Rawson, and 
LD. Kdwards. They went to police head- 
quarters and readily gave bond in the sum 
of $1,000 each and were released.

(This article, as it appeared in yesterday's 
issue, Was mutilated by an Accident in the 
composing room. Out of justice to the writer 
and the subject it is reprinted today—this 
time correctly.) 

Editor Constitution.—It appears from Col- 
onel -Haurmond’s last piece that while he 
Was sitting in court at Sayannah defending 
the interests of the Central railroad he fell 
into a meditation upon a subject in no wise 
connected with that litigation, viz: the safety 
of the university’s endowment. My honored 
fri¢nd had much time for such meditations 
there, for, with his usual ability, he had 6o 
carefully ebageotees his case that the court 
Sustained his contention without so much as 
hearing from him, I beiieve. If he had been 
as careful about his history I shouid not 
have found it necessary to correct his er- 
rora, 

While he sat there witnessing the wreckud 
condition of the Central's securities ‘he 
thought of them like the sehool boy thought 
of pins who wrote in his composition: “Pins 
are good things. Many chiidren have saved 
their lives by not swaHowing them.” He 
telis us he “thonght what might have been 
the situation of our university had its board 
of trustees in 1881 gone Into the market and 
invested its funds in the securities of those 
railroads instead of being allowed by the 
State to fund them permanentiy under her 
act of that year.” For the sake of the sym. 
metry of his meditation it seems to me the 
Colones should have gone on meditating, and 
Soluewhat on this wise: “And the act of 
ISSL noc Oom.Y psfives a sufe security ty tle 
university; it gives also a security with a 
very high rate of interest and a very long 
time*to run—a fifiy-year bond at 7 per cent. 
And we get it at par withont a chance of 
competing bids, not even froin the denomina- 
tional colleges. If such a bond were put on 
the market even in these hard times it woule 
bring as much as 130 perhaps, and maybe 
more. But we get it at par. It is true this 
saddles upon the state for fifty years a 7 per 
cent bonded debt when ,she can borrew 
money for. 31-2 per cent, and perhaps for 
less before the fifty years expire, xnd it is 
trne the people whose own investments are 
obiiged to be uncertain, Hke Central rail- 
road securities, will have to pay this in- 
creased debt, but the funding act of 1881, 
with its “companion piece,’’ was necessary 
to make tuition free at Athens, and tuition 
there must be free whatever burdens it may 
bring to the people. Rich students must have 
free tulfion to keep poor students from feel- 
ing badiy in receiving it, and poor students 
must have it iiggioen is not right that a 
graduate of fhe uni sity should, at his 
graduation, give to his alma mater his notes 
for his tuition. He may “insure his life’’ for 
her, but he must not promise to pay her for 
his tuition. It is better to put a large deht 
on all the people for fifty years than that a 
few graduates should each have a small debt 
of $240 for a brief period. It would require 
nearly half a year’s labor for these young 
men to pay thelr tuition after graduation, 
but that is not to be thought of. It is bet- 
ter for the present generation to pay high 
interest on their bended debt and hand over 
to posterity the principal for payment than 
that graduates should begin life by paying 
their own tuition bills. 

lf Colonel Hammond’s meditation had run 
on that fashion he might finaily have fallen 
to musing in this wise: 

“In 1896 more than $500,000. of Georgia 
bonds will mature. As they near maturity 
they will fall to about par. That will be a 
harvest time for the university. We must. 
as they near maturity, get all we can of 
them, so as to get them changed to fifty. 
year bonds at 7 per cent. Such as we then 
get will run to 1946, a long time to be sure, 
but we have a good precedent to justify 
the proceeding. Kverybody knows that in 
1821 the friends of the university secured 
the passage of an act which provided that 
the permanent endowment of the university 
‘shall consist of a sum not less than $8,000 
per annum, and that when it so happens that 
the dividends furnished by the bank stock 
granted to the university shall not be equal 
to the sum aforesaid, the treasurer of this 
state is required to make up the ‘deficiency 
semi-annually out of any moneys in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated.’.”’ 

That act looked as Innocent and harmless 
to the Georgians of 1821 as this funding act 
of 1881 scems to the, people of today. Some 
years, away back between 1821 and 1840, as 
much as $500 aeyear Was appropriated under 
it, and some years the appropriation was 
tess, but now the bank stock has gone to 
wreck and the $8,000 annuity is “ripened 
Into a debt.”” By 1946 there is no telling 
what benefits will aecrue to the university 
through the “ripening’’ process, and the 
funding act of 1881.. When we come to ‘tie 
year 1896, when the $500,000 falls due, it is to 
be hoped no constitutional difficulty will arise 
in the minds of the governor and treasurer 
of the state on account of section 12, para- 
gran’ 1, of the coustitution which says: ‘‘The 
vonded debt of the state shall never be in- 
creased except to repel invasion, suppress In- 
surrection or defend the state in time of war,’’ 
though it must be confessed a nice questiou 
may arise thereabouts. Let me see: antici- 
pating the maturity of over $500,000 of her 
bonds in 1806, the state will probably raise 
the money to meet them by issuing 3 1-2 per 
cent redemption bonds in the year 1895. The 
money from the sale of these redemption 
bonds will have to be in the treasury to re- 
deem the maturing bonds beforehand, but the 
university, having secured as many of them 
as possible. late in the vear 189%, so as to 
get them cheap, will present such as it may 
We uble to gel aud demand fur them under the 
funding act of 1881 a new 7 per cent bond 
running for fifty years. But if the demand 
is acceded to, the bonded debt of the state 
Will not only be increased by, the higher rate 
of interest secured but it will also be inecreas- 
ed by having two bonds out for the same pur- 
pose, viz: the redemption bond bearing 3 1-2 
per cent and the refunded university bond, 
bearing 7 per cert. That looks lige a_ vio- 
lation of the constitution, but then the con- 
stitution must not be construed too strictly 
When applied to the ‘university. if a mm 
were passed extending the privileges of the 
LUldias wel Of LASt wo hinory aha Mercer it 
would be unconstitutional, for I had it put 
Into the constitution that no money shall ever 
be taken from ihe public treasury, directly 
or indirectly in aid of any sectarian institu- 
tion, and such an act wouid be an indirect 
uppropration to them. But when we come to 
the Case v the State univer- 
sity our practice must be more 
elastic. lor example, the constitution 
Says, “In addition to the payment of. the 
anaual interest on the debt due by the state 
to the univrsity the general assembly may, 
from time to time, make such douations there- 
to as the condition of the treasury will au- 
thorize. And the general assempiy may also, 
fiom time to time, make such appropriations 
of mouey as the conuition of the treasury 
will authorize to any college or university, 
not excceding one in number, now established 
or hereafter to be established in this state for 
the education of persons of cojor.’’ Now, un- 
der a liberal construction of this section we 
can establish any number of schvols by simply

(4). because it was 
much praised at the time of its publication 
and pobody pointed out this error. (Colonel 
Hammond, wuo seems overfund of the doctrine 
that “Suehnce Kives Couselit, Wist appreciate 
fully this point). 

Accordingiy in of 
acis of i831, and relying upon the 
best authority within my reach, 
i followed the error of Mr. Jones in saying, 
“On the 20th vf September, 1881. the legisia- 
ture appropriaced 32,uuu per year for four 
years to make tution free."’ (See 
Kducation in Georgia,* page 48). 

I feii not only inv this error irom not hav- 
ing the acts of the legislature at hand, but 
into another which the colonel has not discev- 
ered, or does not care to bring out. IL was 
auswerlng, at the request of the Putnam 
County Ailiance, the question, “What ameunts 
have been expended vy the state for coumon 
schools aud what fer Higher education?’ Not 
having access to the acts of 1851 and 1883, I 
SULA aad [mene ied al ny papuset: “in tuis 
Ostimate [ have not given pene appropriation 
luaide mm ISSL or in is}z—I forget the year—to 
rebuild the college at Dahlouega,’’ etc. If 
those acts had veen before me 2 should have 
sald: “By act of September 15, 1881, $10,000 
Was apprepriated tu the University of Georgia 
for revuilding the brauch college at Dahlone-

ta and again by act of December 12, 1883, an- 
other $10,000 %was appropriated for the same 
purpose.’ instend of charging up. therefere, 
to the university $58,000 (. e. $2,000 a yeur for 
four years), I would have entered three items 
wore patug $22,000. My estimate was too 
low by $14,000, but of this Colonel Hammond 
will mot complain, 

Kut when, by chance, 1 discovered my er- 
ror, 1 did not repeat it, as “olonel tHammond 
has dowe with his error. ia his speech deliv- 
ered befure the generai assembly in 1880 he 
fell into the sume error about the act of 1836 
which he has written in his reeent history, 
and 1 corrected him then and said in my pam- 
phiet published shortly thereafter: 

“In the sume year (oy act of Vecember 21, 
1830), 36,000 was appropriated annually to 
the university, ‘for the purpose of enabling 
the board of trustees to rebuild the college 
edifice, and replace the librafvy and instru- 
ments destroyed by fire, and for the purpose of 
defruying the annual expenses of the college,’ 
and not ‘to help poor students.’ as was re- 
cently stated in ah address before the general 
assembly, by a distinguished trustee of the 
university.”’ 

This occurs in my pamphlet just ten lines 
above my error which Colonel Hammond 
points out. Only three sentences iatervene 
between tliem. It is amazing how he missed 
his own error; but found mine. It reminds me 
of a remark which I have heard attributed to 
Mr. Blaine. It is said that the senator from 
Maine told Judge Edmunds on one occasion 
“You can see a gnat on a barn door a mile 
without seeing the barn. door.”’ 

Colonel Hammond meets the 
question thus: 

“Now for the remainder of Dr. Candler’s 
article. He says my effort ‘to make Emory 
and Mercer appear to be schools ot lower grade 
than Franklin college is in line with the effort 
to defeat them by an unfair competition.’ I

university, which embraces much more than 
Franklin college proper. I made no effort, nor 
said anything of the kind. Ccmbatting the 
charge that the trustees of the university 
were trying to injure the denominational col. 
leges by unfair competition. I stated that 
boch the age and scholarship hecessary to en- 
ter the university had been raised. Had we 
been trying only to get students, it would have 
been better to have lowered both instead of 
losing applicants for their want of age or 
preparation. Some of our professors claim 
superiority over those colleges as to the course 
of study, and I may at some time have echoed 
their claim. But in these papers I made no 
such claim, and do not know whether it is 
true. I have never made a comparison. Sure- 
ly I may think that had we a subfreshman 
class, as they have at Oxford. we wight this 
year have added to our numbers as they add- 
ed to theirs, their subfreshman class this year 
containing sixty-seven students. I am not 
complaining that they have such a class. It 
would be proper, perhaps, for us to have one. 

Since writing my first paper 
a calalogue of the university for 
the year 12588 has fallen into my hauds. It 
gives the age of admission to the university 
at that time as fourteen years. The scheme 
of free tuition began In 1881, seven years be- 
fore. How then ean the recent raising of the 
age indicate anyies as to the purpose of an 
act taken nearly a decade before? As to the 
curriculum Colonel Hammond now admits he 
does not know, but may have echoed the 
claims of certain university professors. He 
can make a comparison of the courses of 
study whenever he chooses to do so and de- 
cide for himself which is the higher course. 
He probably has both catalogues. I know he 
has Bmory's, for the day after my last 
article appeared he wrote me fer a copy and I 
sent it to him at once. Hegvidently received 
it and eonsulted it, for he t@ls with accuracy 
the number of students in Emory’s subfresh- 
man class. although he fails to say that the 
number of students-in the collegiate depart- 
mevt at Emory college (not counting sub- 
freshmen) was during the past year 207, while 
the number at Athens, counting post gradu- 
ates, seniors, juniors, sophomores, freshmen 
and electives in both Franklin college and the 
State College of Agriculture, was only 161. 

I may add that it might be proper to orga- 
nizg 2 subfreshman class at Athens (I have 
heard it was established by the trustees the 
other day, though I have seen no notice of it 
in the papers): but if it were established with 
free tuition provided by legislative appropria- 
tions and funding acts, it would be illogical to 
deny that it was Intended to create by it an 
unfair competition with the Gordon institute, 
the Moreland Park academy, Professor Meag- 
ley’s school and other similar institutions. 
Men are supposed to intend the consequences 
of their acts. 

Ilere is an Interesting paragraph which 
shows the university has suffered from the 
landscrip as well as the landscrip from the 
university: 

‘To make room for other studies we crowd 
the sophomore year perhaps too much, but I 
submit that when it is considered how many 
other things the United States acts of 1862 
and of 1887 require us as holders of the land- 
seript fund to teach, we cannot arrange our 
curriculum with the exact regard to a mere 
college course as freely or perhaps as scientiti- 
eally right as we could do were no such con- 
tract obligation resting upon us.” 

Sut while there is doubtless much truth 
in what Colonel IIammond here says, his ex- 
planation does not explain. The overcrowd- 
ing of mathematies in the sophomore year Is 
not in the agricultural college course but ia 
the A. B. course which, if I understand the 
catalogue, belongs only to Franklin eollege. 
That college ought not to be affected by the 
United States acts of 1862 and I1SS7 unless 
Franklin college is using the land scrip which 
was appropriated to the State College of Agri- 
enlture, 

That I be ‘not further tedious to your read- 
ers I hasten to consider a personal complaint 
of Colonel Hammond. Referring to my crit- 
icism of his unhappy allusion to Mr. Seney 
he says: 

“Had Dr. Candler asked some sensible, can- 
did friend privately whether he could so 
inquire with propriety, I think the question 
would not have been asked publicly. 1 think 
his friends would have told him that it was 
unfair to leave off mv words, ‘It is wrong to 
assail a man’s motives without strong evi- 
dence,’ which words stood immediately in 
front of the remark which he has thus garbled 
as quoted aboye. I think his friends would 
have told him that to class me with ‘certain 
lewd fellows of the baser sort,’ making 
charges against the dead, that his remark 
that he ‘had not expected to see the vile 
slander Introduced to public notice by a wor- 
thy gentleman, and he a Methodist, ‘even 
though he should do so by suggestion or il- 
lustration,” and the capping of his climax 
with the words that ‘such a man as Colonel 
Hammond ought to abhor such a charge,’ 
made his inquiry and his comments thereon 
not only an absolute perversion of my mean- 
ing, but also insultmg. They did excite in 
me just indgnation, but I trust that even 
that ‘has ots away. I know that Dr. 
Candler did not intend them as an insult. I 
attribute them to his naturally 
nature.’’ 

That the public may clearly judge between 
us on this issue I reprint, even at the risk 
of wearying your readers, his original words 
and my comment upon them: 

“May I enquire if Colonel Hammond de- 
sicned to cast odium upon the cause of Emory 
college and the good name of her benefactor 
by suggesting interregatively a charge he was 
unwilling to make affirmatively when te pen- 
ned the following? 

“ ‘Suppose one should fix the date of Mr. 
Seney’s gifts to Emory and Wesleyan Female 
college and then ssow that sdon afterwards 
he obtained from Georgia the charter of ine 
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LADIES, I HAVE A VERY LARGE STOCK OF FINE HAND TURN OX- 
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currency to this unworthy charge against 
the man who gave more to higher education 
in Georgia than any man ever gave; but l 
hud not expected to see the vile slander in- 
troduced to public notice Dy a worthy gentie- 
mun and a Methodist, even though he should 
do so by suggestion or illustration. It is 
a charge opprebius to the Methodists of the 
state, as well as libelous upon Mr. Seney. 
It can have no standing among the respecta- 
ble people of Georgia until they have become 
so degraded that ingratitude cannot disgrace 
them and the rgjuittal of generous help with 
scandalous abuse will bring no blush to theip 
cheeks. Such a man as Colonel Hammond 
ought abhor. such a charge.”’ 

lt will be seen at a glance that the platitude 
which preceded Celonel Hammond’s allusion 
to Mr. Seney and which omitted for the 
sake_pf economizing space, for my article was 
neceSsarily long, does not, in the slightest 
change the sense of what he said, and that 
to omit it was not to “garble’’ his words. 

He is right when he says he knows I did 
not intend to insult him. For Colonel N. J. 
Hammond I have the highest respect person- 
ally, and on many occasious, both privately 
and publicly, { have expressed my esteem of 
him. But I should be unworthy the position 
I hold and of the confidence of my people if 
{ failed to resent any aspersion cast on the 
name of George L. Seney, for his gifts to kmo- 
ry college and the Wesleyan Female college. 
eowlns Colonel Hammond as a man of ex- 
tensive resources I could net understand why, 
from among thousands of possibie illustratious 
of his truism concertiing “a man’s motives” 
he should have chosen the iliustration he did 
choose unless he meant for it to serve other 
Pp s than these of tlustration. This 
was the most natural interpretation on the 
face of the ——— and was the more na- 
tural when I remembered that this sneer at 
Mr. Seney was uttered in certain qnarters 
> pan years ago. 
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Hence I read th@ paragraph before it was 
printed to three prominent - gentlemen, the 
peers of Colonel Hammond in age, experience 
culture and piety. Without either of them 
knowing the opinion expressed by the other 
two they unanimously agreed that my inter- 
rogation was proper and my comment just.
